But the 
the proof of the pudding is in the 
eating As is very well known, I 
never hestitate to take an unpopular 
side of a controversy. Mr Wyand's 
letter is an appeal to popular fancy, 
but he is tactless enough to show 
the trend of his mind, which if put 
to practice might cause discussions 
and bitter criticism. This is plainly 
shown in the following quotations 
from his article : 

' ' The plant should be conducted 
upon the lines of a regular Church 
Publishing House." 

" My plan would be to model our 
Publishing House after the plan of 
the Publishing House of the United 
Brethren Church, located in Day 
ton." 

Would not this necesitate putting 
a clergyman in charge ? 

Would not those in charge use it 
to further their religious ends ? 

Would they give contracts to or 
employ any one not of their religious 
faith? 

Would it not have the appearance 
of being a religious publication in- 
stead of being the Official Organ of 
a secular organization ? 

If the N. A. D. must have a paper 
of its own, and have in connection 
with it a Publishing House as is 
suggested, it should be on plans of 
our daily press, free from religious 
domination. 

What the deaf, or more properly 
speaking, the N. A. D. , wants is a 
bigger N. A. D. run upon lines 
which the deaf of all religious be- 
liefs can find no fault with, uot one 
which is likely to be looked upon 
with suspicion. 

Again I quote : 

he N. F. S. D. has a paper, 
and it is a success, aud the N. A. 
D. owns not only most of the big 
brains in that N. P. S. I), but many 
not in it." 

Now, what does he wish to imply 
by this ? Who does he mean by the 
big brains? Does he mean that 
they have made the N. F. S. D. a 
success ? Or does he mean that 
they have made the N. F. S. D. 
paper, The Frat, a success? His

A tblkgraphic despatch gives 
the sad announcement of the death 
of Professor Weston Jenkins, M.A 
The cause of his taking off is not 
given. We only know that he 
passed away on Easter Day, at Tal- 
ladega, Ala. 

Weston Jenkins was an educator 
of the deaf for nearly forty five years. 
He first taught at the New York 
Institution, where he was a colleague 
of the late Dr. Francis Devereux 
Clarke and Principal Enoch Henry 
Currier. He climbed by successive 
grades, till finally, for nearly if not 
quite ten years, he was teacher of 
the High Class. In 1883 he 
resigned to take charge, as Principal, 
of the uewly-created New Jersey 
Slate School for the Deaf at Trenton. 
He continued in that position for 
twenty years, organizing and bring- 
ing to a high standard the work of 
the school. Politics and intrigue com- 
pelled him to relinquish his position. 
A year or two later, at a state Con- 
vention of the Deaf of New Jersey, 
his old-time pupils showed their 
gratitude and appreciation by the 
presentation of a massive loving-cup 
of hammered brass, which contained 
a suitable inscription skilfully en- 
graved by one of their number. For 
a year Or two he engaged in the real 
estate and insurance business, mak- 
ing his home in a quaint little village 
of New Jersey, call' ;shtown, 

where he owned a resid- ;per- 

ty named " Cherry Knoll," and it 
has been his custom to spend the 
long summer vacations there ever 
For several years past Prof.

They should receive 
any well-meant remarks — whci 
admonition, advice or, as previously 
in my case, suppostions — in the Spirit 
in which they are given, and res 
them as so much advertising and in- 
terest that give promise of a 
outside attendance at the convent 
They should remember that if they 
want a big national attem 
they cannot too much adverlis 
draw favorable national attention 
to this meeting. They .should 
strive to make it so attractive 1 
the outside deaf will swear to alt 
no matter how much it c." 

So far this advertising has been 
lacking. Even out litor 

is getting restive under the desrth-of 
first-hand information regarding ex- 
pense and other things, I snptjose 
there is as yet no local commit 
unless Mr. Leo C. V. 
appointed such committee by C 
Howard, but this should cut no 
Toot your horn and toot it loud.

vice and admonition," notwithstand- 
Mr. Williams's command to the con- 
trary. 

For my part I am thoroughly in- 
terested in this convention, as I have 
In each and every past conven 
tion of the N. A. D. , whether I at- 
tended or not. I shall continue to 
boost it and speak well of it, even at 
the risk of offending Mr. Leo Wil 
Hams, whose name I snail take pains 
not to mention again. I think I 
have mentioned it often enough in 
this letter to last us both a long time. 

Finally 1 wish to again express 
my conviction that commission or 
graft cloaked under the name of the 
N. A. D. is rotten. It is not like 
the commissions paid a book-agent, 
or hardware drummer, or insurance 
solicitor, who depend on these com 
missions for thtir living. It would 
be the same as paying commissions 
to persons raising funds for a hos- 
pital or church where time and labor 
of the canvasser are supposed to be 
his contribution to the cause. 

People everywhere are now frown- 
ing at graft in every form. We see 
evidence of this in the papers every 
day. In my own town only last 
week two public officials were forced 
to resign for paying themselves 
larger commissions than seemed 
right. The aim everywhere is to 
root out all sorts of graft. It seems 
a bad time for the N. A. D. to ap- 
prove this thing now when the trend 
of the time is the other way. There 
i.tny deaf who condemn the 
thing utterly and whose respect and 
support the Association will lose if 
graft is allowed or approved. 

The safest course is to root it out 
completely. If it becomes a custom, 
we shall see promoters in any of the 
big cities bidding for our future con- 
ventions in the hope of a big rake-off 
for themselves in the shape of these 
commissions. 

The San Francisco gentlemen 
have a fine chance to put themselves 
ord in this matter. Let them 
notiey to give the 
convention proper advertising and 
decent entertainment, and when all 
r, to have a balance of just two 
cents in i heir treasury.. These 
two cents might be used to buy a 
stamp with which to mail their report 
to the Cadi. This is really all that 
can properly be expected of them. 
If they cannot do it without resort- 
ing to con: is to fire theii 
they are not the kind of people I 
now think them to be.

their children should be ground up 
in the sausage mill of the oral me- 
thod, but in a state like Arizona, 
where there are many Mexican deaf- 
mutes with slow and starved minds, 
it is wickedness 1 can think of no 
other adjective to fit the case. 

The deaf in other states should 
take warning. Not for their own 
sakes, but to prevent an inhumanity 
against helpless children to whom 
the bond of deafness ties them in 
kinship and sympathy. Our own 
handicap is great enough, but the 
future handicap of these little deaf- 
mutes will be ten times greater, 
because of their miseducation under 
a false method which gave them 
stones where they cried for bread. 

We should not shut our eyes to 
the danger. I am very sure that it 
will not be long before " Parents' 
Associations" are formed in other 
states. Their next step will be to 
get the legislature of their states to 
pass laws liks the Nebraska law. 
The only thing for us to do is to be 
like the Minute Men of the Revo- 
lution, always on the watch and 
and always armed. We should all 
join our state associations and make 
them stronger. We should all join 
the N. A. D. It is the only safe 
courae.

The Local Committee on Arrange- 
ments for the the Tenth Convention 
of the N. A D. at Clevelaud, wound 
up its affairs late iu January, and 
sent to the Presideut a detailed 
report of its work. This report was 
priuted in the Journai. some time 
ago, and will also be found in the 
proceedings of the Cleveland Con- 
vention, now ready for distribution. 

The Clevelaud Committee followed 
instructions from former President 
Hanson, in making arrangements for 
the convention, and carried out these 
instructions faithfully. The con- 
vention was one of the most success- 
ful the Association has ever held. 
The various detatis in the hands of 
the Local Committee were executed 
in a very creditable manner. 

The Committee raised the grand 
total of $1907 96, and expended 
$1215 80, leaving a balance of $692.- 
16. Of this balance, $500 was turn- 
ed over to the endowment fund, and 
the rest, $192.16, to the general fund 
of the Association. 

Owing to the fact that Cleveland 
was, during last summer, the con- 
vention place of numerous other 
bodies, the Local Committee did not 
have an easy time in obtaining funds 
for the N. A. D. convention. In 
order to insure a sufficient amount 
of money to properly entertain the 
Association, the committee decided 
to pay commissions to those who 
collected the fund. Commissions of 
twenty per-cent were paid to several 
members of the Local Committee, 
and a commission of thirty per cent 
to Chairman Ayers, who gave all his 
time to the work during the two 
months prior to the convention. 

There has been some criticism of 
these commissions paid. Also, there 
have been intimations of graft in the 
management of the Committee's 
affair. These charges are without 
foundation. The Presideut of the 
Association has carefully gone into 
all claims of graft, and is satisfied 
that no dishonesty has existed. 

The only points open to discussion 
or difference of opinion iu connection 
with the work of the Cleveland 
Local Committee are: 1. The ad- 
visability of permitting commissions; 
and, 2. The fact that the fund col- 
lected for entertaining the delegates 
was not all expended for that pur- 
pose. 

With regard to No 1 , the Presi- 
deut rules that we are the guests of 
the city entertaining the Association, 
aud, provided the work of the Local 
Committee is done honestly, it is no 
concern of the Association how the 
Committee raises the money to enter- 
tain the convention. If the Com- 
mittee wishes to pay commissions, it 
may. 

As to No. 2, tbe Association is 
much better off, because the money 
saved from the entertainment is now 
in its Endowment and General funds, 
and not in the coffers of some Cleve- 
land amusement company, for 
which the Association is duly thank- 
ful. 

The Executive Committee has 
passed a motion with reference to 
the work of the Clevelaud Local 
Committee. The motion was made 
by Mr. Carrell, and is as follov 

" I move that the Executive Com- 
mittee hereby approve tbe report of 
the Cleveland Local Committee as 
recently submitted and printed in the 
Journal, with thanks to the entire 
committee foe their efforts iu behalf 
of the convention, and for the hand- 
some sums turned into the Endow- 
ment and General funds of the 
elation." 

The Local Committee, headed by 
Mr. Leo C. Williams, in charge of 
the San Francisco Convention of the 
N. A. D. in 1915, will have a free 
hand in arranging for the meeting. 
In connection with commissions, 
the President rules that no com- 
missions must be offered or paid in 
collecting for the Endowment, De 
I'Epee, or any other fund in the 
bands of the N AD. Any infraction 
of this rule will be sufficient cause for 
the instant dismissal of the guilty 
person or persons from all activity 
in connection with the financial 
affairs^of the N. A. D.
